None of the documents D1-D3 disclose each feature of the method for production or organic plant growth media 
from sawmill waste, or the apparatus for manufacture of organic plant growth media from sawmill waste, the 
organic growth media, or the shredder, as defined in claims 1-31. D3 represents the prior art closest to the 
current invention but is silent on the feature of at least partially dewatering the treated sawmill waste to a 
predetermined moisture content. The apparatus in D3 does not include the feature of a dewatering station. 
Therefore claims 1-31 are novel and inventive when compared to D1-D3. 

The claims meet the requirement for industrial applicability. 
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
